Willie Stévens’s Pistol Missing. 


“While we have enough evidence 
upon which to obtain the indictments,” 
said Senator Simpson at Somerville, ‘‘I 


am. horrified to learn that much of the 
important evidence is missing. Among 
it is. the pistol.of “Willie Stevens. This, 
Iam told, was returned to him after 
it had been kept for some time in the 
safe of the Warden of the Somerset 
County Jail. 

“There are aiso many important 
statements by ‘witnesses which were 
also in the Warden's safe that ar 
missing. Strange to say, however, the 
one document which was carefully pre- 
served was an agree by one of the 
witnesses who attacked the State’s 
case, 

“The evidence we have concerns the 
positive identification of two persons, 
and I'am confident that any Grand 
Jury will indict. I cannot, of course, 
disclose the precise nature of this evi- 
dence at the present time. 

“Among the statements which are 
missing- from the Warden’s safe are 
those by persons who were under sus- 
picion during the last) investigation. 
One of my first steps wil] be to learn 
how these disappeared and who is re- 
sponsible for their disappearance. 

“The pistol owned by Willie Stevens 
was an important link in the chain of 
evidence. I regard its return to its 
owner as amazing. It was in the War- 
den’s safe, and at this time I do not 
knew the circumstances of its return. 
Tt think that such details will have an 
important’ bearing on the case.’’ 2 


Avoids Comment on Mrs. Hall. 


*‘Do you believe that the evidence 
was. sufficient to warrant the arrest 
of Mrs. Hall?” he was asked. 

“I decline to answer that one,” he 
eaid. 

“Since you say there is enough evi- 
dence upon which to get the indict- 


ments, is there to be another arrest in 
the near future?’”’ 

“It is sometimes wise. to leave people 
at large even when they are under 
suspicion,’’ he replied.

Grand Jury had been “‘lost”’ in transit 
from one county office to another. 
These reports placed the missing docu- 
ments as in the hands of ‘persons out- 
side of the case. 

James P. Major, Warden of the jail, 
was asked if he could explain the 
*‘evaporation”’ of the papers in his safe. 
He referred all questions on that score 
to Prosecutor Bergen, who maintain 
his attitude of consistently refusing 
affirm or deny that evidence was gone. 


Starte Action Suddenly. ? 


The special prosecutor made up his 
mind to start action on the case sud- 
denly.

Wall Street got a thrill and the wire- 
less was set working yesterday by 
the very unusual occurrence of a ‘part- 
ner in J. P. Morgan & Co. talking for 
publication regarding the future course 
of the price of a stock..' A. bulletin 
issued by the news tickers of Dow, 
Jones & Co. at five minutes before 
noon quoted Thomas Cochran of the 
Morgan firm as saying that General 
Motors: “‘should and will’’ sell at least 
100 points higher. 

Almost immediately a wild scramble 
to buy General Motors .set in, which 
almost monopolized attention on the 
floor of the Stock Exchange. The 
stock closed the day at 201; a net 
gain of 11% points, having crossed $200 
a share for the first time under its 
present capital structure. 

Mr. Cochran sailed for Europe on the 
steamship Olympic early Sunday morn- 
ing, and the interview with him was 
reported to have, been obtained at mid- 
night Saturday. At the office of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. it was%said nothing was 
known of, the intérview. Immediate 
efforts wete set in motion to gét into 
touch with Mr. Cochran by wireless 
for ‘@ codiifirmation or denial of the 
statement; but no word had been re- 
ceived from him up to last night. The 
interview and its-market sequel fur- 
nished almost the sole topic ih Wall 
Street yesterday afternoon. 

Text of Reported Interview. 


The Dow; Jones bulletin quoted Mr. 
Cochran as follows: 

“The rise in the stock of the General 
Motors Corporation has been very 
rapid during the past week, but it is 
more than justified by the earnings; 
future prospects and management of 
the corporation. I have made a care- 
ful analysis of General Motors, and I 
am convinced the corporation will earn 
more than $35 a share this year. 

“When the former proportionate 
prices of Associated Dry Goods, Amer- 
ican Can and General] Electric are 
compared as to earnings, General Mo- 
tors, with earnings running at such a 
rate, is cheap &t this price and should 
and will sell at least 100 points higher. 
The public is now behind General Mo- 
tors and it will steadily advance. It 
may react a few points from present 
levels, but it will my ahead. 
The stock market Fall will be a 
discriminating market in which good 
picked stocks will advance where the 
earnings of corporations and true val- 
ues warrant such advances. 

“Money is plentiful and cheap and I 
don’t look. for any serious tightening 
of the money market until after the 
first of January. I don’t look for any 
advance in the rediscount rate on the 
part of the Federal Reserve Bank this 
Fall.” 

Prices Move Up Rapidly. 

General Motors stock, which has been 
the centre of speculative activities for 
several weeks, took on new vigor after 
the statement came out, and prices 
moved up rapidly. As the price of the 
stock passed a share a block of 
9,000 shares changed hands, represent- 
ing a value of $1,800,000. The total 
sales of General Motors for the day 
were 261,800 shares. This was smaller 
than the total reached two days last 
week, but most of the activity yester- 
day was concentrated in the afternoon. 
The advance represented a total ap- 
preciation of more than $58,000,000 in 
the market value of the stock, of 
which there are 5,161,599 shares out- 
standing. 

Partners in J. P. Morgan & Co. sel- 
dom talk for publication, particularly 
about the stock market, and added sur- 
prise attached to ‘the reported state- 
ment of Mr. because of the 
fact that the Morgan firm is the bank- 
er for General Motors and has been 
closely connected with its developnient. 

General Motors stock has led in a 
strong upward movement in the mar- 
ket recently, and last week reached a 
high point of 194%, as against a low 
of 113% before the advance set in. The 
buying has been. based on favorable 
earnings statements, it being estimated 
that the corporation this year will, 
earn upward of $200,000,000. This would] 
compare with earnings. of $108,376,286, 
or a share, in 1925. 

Much of the recent activity of the 
stock has been attributed to the opera- 
tions of William C. Durant, who is 
known to have added greatly to nis 
persona! fortune on the advance.

ROOMS LEFT IN DISORDER 


A Gobelin Tapestry and Another 
by Oudenarde Are Among 
Treasures Taken. 


Robbers looted the art gallery of P. 
Jackson. Higgs, 11 Bast Fifty-fourth 
Street, just. off Fifth Avenue, of more 
than $100,000 worth of art objects 
some time between Saturday morning 
and yesterdey morning. Mr. Higgs has 
hot completed the inventory of his 
losses, chief of which were two tap-- 
estries—a Gobelin and an Oudenarde— 
but in surveying. the wreckage left 
among his $1,000,000 collection he has 
come to the conclusion that the rob- 
bers were as skilled as connoisseurs 
as they were skilled as ‘criminals. 

They selected some of the most val- 
uable objects in the galleries. If they 
passed over others it was probably be- 
cause they took precipitate flight when 
they accidentally smashed a heavy 
Plate glass showcase. shelf,. which 
must have made a great noise in the 
quietness of the tapestry-hung, velour- 
draped art galleries. 


Must Have Used an Auto. 


The robbers broke into the art gal- 
leries and made a clean get-away, with 
a quantity of loot’ that must ‘have’ ‘ree 
quired an automobile, in oné of the 
most closely guarded districts of the 
city outside of Wall Street. 

Scores of private watchmen ‘are em- 
ployed by shopkeepers and residents to 
supplement the work of the police in 
the district.

The art losses were discovered by 
Elgin Bland, a general assistant, when 
he opened the galleries yesterday 
morning at 8:30 o’clock. He noticed 
nothing unusual on ‘the ground floor. 
The show window lights had been 
turned off presumably at 11 o’clock on 
Sunday evening by the watchman who 
enters the art galleries at that time 
every eyening to switch off the cur- 
rent. The watchman, after darkening 
fhe show window, usually ‘turns on a 
desk light, tilting the reflector upward 
to light up the rear. The light was not 
on when Bland entered, and Mr. Hi 
thinks that the robbers turned it off. 


Tapestry Fastenings Torn Cut. 


When Mr. Bland started to ascend to 
the second floor he foufd on the car- 
peted stairway the fastenings torn 
from a pole which had supported the 
tapestries on the wall. The Gobelin 

and the Oudenarde were gone. On 
reaching the top of the landing he 
found the second floor in the greatest 
disorder. Strewn about were rumpled 


piles of antique Oriental rugs, bronzes, 
oil paintings, framed and unframed, 
cushions and the contents of drawers 
hastily removed from. cabinets. 

In a corner was an empty glass case 
with the shattered fragments of the 
broken shelf which Mr. Higgs thinks 
the robbers accidentally dislodged. Be- 
side another showcase across-the room 
Mr. Bland found a desolate looking 
little Chinese figure which had been 
overturned, a. fifty-foot length of win- 
dow sash cord and an electric flash- 


li 

Goat of the loot, excepting the tapes- 
tries,.was taken from the second floor. 
That the robbers had neglected to 
ma sufficient wrappers was indi- 
cated by the fact that they stripped 
the covering from a sofa there. From 
the removable cushions of the sofa 
they took the velour coverings. The 
tossed the down-filled cushions 
upon the sofa. 


Leave Valuable Pieces. 

It must have been at that juncture 
that the plate glass shelf was broken, 
causing the robbers to cease their 
work, according to Mr. Higgs, for when 
he inspected the contents of a tall 
steel safe on this floor he found the 
robbers had apandoned or overlooked 
an obsidian Egyptian bronze head, 
which he values at $85,000; a bronze

few days. It is added that no disorders 
occurred in the transition. 

The clergy in the States of Vera 
Cruz, Michoacan, Guadalupe and Guer- 
rero put no obstacles in the way of 
the Government’s agents. and even ad- 
monished their congregations to re- 
frain from any act. which might cause 
trouble. 

It ig estimated that thus far 6,000 
priests have withdrawn from the 
churches of the country. All are con- 
tinuing to Hive as ordinary citizens in 
their parishes. 

The Department of Public Health has 
decided, in view of the suspension of 
public worship in the churches of Mex- 
ico City, that this’ is’ an opportune 
time to disinfect all of the churches. 
Three brigades of agents of the Sani- 
tary Department will cover the Federal 
District, fumigating all edifices.

Miss Miller said that when she saw 
the armed men she» remembered the 
heroism of Miss Helen Ware, telephone 
operator in the Roosevelt’ Hospital, 
who tried, to call Police Headquarters 
recently in similar circumstances.

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 2.— 
Speakers at the Institute of Politics 
here today declared that the present

Mr. Guevara pointed out, however, 
at the end of his address that without 
subscribing to..the sentiment of. those 
who believed that the islands were not

would agree to an alternative policy. 

“Tf at present the United States will 
not give us immediate independence, 
at least we should be granted, as a 
logical step toward the realization of 
our ee for\freedom, the priv- 
flege formulating our own Constitu- 
tion and of conducting our own do- 
mestic affairs,’’ he said. 


Dominion Status Is Urged. 


Dr, Stephen P. Duggan of New York, 
Director of the Institute of Interna- 
tional relations and a member of the 


educatiqnal commission which recently 
visited the Philippines, and Vicente 
Villamin, a Filipino lawyer and econ- 


and suggested a dominion status for 
the islands such as that of Canada and 
Australia. They favored the pr@visions 
of the Fairfield bill, which would grant 
the Filipinos the utmost measure of 
self-government, including a Constitu- 
tion and a Filipino Governor General. 

At the end of a period of years a 
plebiscite would be held, according to 
the bill, to determine whether the 
islanders wished to sever their con- 
nection with the United States. Dr. 
Duggan expressed it as his conviction 
that when the plebiscite was taken 
the Filipinos -would decide to retain 
their. connection. with the United 
States. 

“But we must make some decision 
ftoday,”” he declared. ‘‘Indecision 1s 
hurting the islanders, economically 
and politically.” 

Sir Frederick. Whyte, former Presi- 
dent of the Legislative Assembly of 


the Jones law, under which the Philip- 
pines are governed. He said that it 
was in an unguarded moment that the 
American Congress in 1916 declared 
for independence of the islands. The 
Jones act, he added, gave a moral 
pledge without régard for the actuali- 
ties of the situation. He agreed with 
Professor Duggan that if the question 
of separation ‘were placed before the 
‘Filipinos they would decide to remain 
with the United States because of the 
many great advantages they derived 
from association with this country. 
Dr. George H. Blakeslee of Clark 
University, in introducing the discus- 
sion on the international situation 
the Far East pointed out that there 
were five distinct solutions advanced 
by influential groups. These were: 
' The official Filipino view, calling for 
independence; the official view of the 
United States, to grant independence 
when the Filipinos were prepared for 
it; a dominion status, favored by 
many Americans and.

Santos Looks to the League. 


Judge Santos, in his plea for inde- 
pendence, discussed the question from 
the viewpoint of the desire of the 


people for independence, the promise 
of the United States to recognize the 
independence of the Philippines, and 
the maintenance of peace in the Far 
East.. He said that if there was one 
thing agitating the Filipino people ,it 
was their desire for national self-ex- 
pression, American occupation of the 
Philippines could be justified .only-on 
the theory that it was necessary to 
train the people for. ‘self-government, 

He quoted the Jones law and utter- 
ances of President Roosevelt and 
President Wilson to prove that ‘the 
United States had promised to let the 
islands go at some future time. ~~ - 

Judge Santos demanded that the 
United States now m its solemn 
pledge to free the islands, saying that 
recognition of their independence 
would be followed by application to be 
admitted to the League of Nations. 
Entering the League would mean that 
the territorial integrity and political 
independence of the Philippines would 
be guaranteed, he ‘added. : 

As a step in the-direction ‘of inde- 
pendence he suggested -that the United 
States authorize the Philippine Legis- 
lature to call for a constitutional con- 
vention. The Constitution to be drawn 
up snould. provide for religious tolera- 
tion and for the protection of foreign- 
ers. Upon the inauguration of the in- 
dependent Government the Philippines 
will confer on the United States such 
rights as are necessary to safeguard 
her special interests. : 

By means of a treaty between this 
country and the Philippines the speaker 
said the United States would have the 
right to maintain a naval base in the 
islands. The Philippines would also 
agree to pay for compensation to Amer- 
ican officers and employes who may be 
discharged or who may be retired in 
consequence of the change of govern- 
ment. 

Chemistry’s Role in Industry. 

Professor R. T. Haslam, head of the 
Department of Chemical Engineering 
at Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 


of chemistry in the world’s future af- 
fairs spoke of the importance of con- 
verting coal into oil. : 

After pointing out that the efficiency 
with which coal can be conv into 
power was rarely over 25 per cent., he 
said that it was. unthinkable that 
scientists should be content with low 
efficiency: from the conversion of 
ehemical into electrical en when 
the reverse process, the conversion of 
electrical energy into chemical energy, 
was practically 100 per cent. efficient. 
Discussing the rdle of chemistry in 
the automobile industry, Professor 
Haslam said' that the development and 
introduction of anti-knoc com- 
pounds, such as tetraethyl lead,. would 
permit the saving of 40 per cent, of 
the gasoline used-and this would mean 
a saving of $800,000,000 a year, or 
enough to pay off in time. the entire 
national debt of the United. States. 

“Thus at one stroke chemistry takes 
the first rank in promoting national 
economy;” he said. 

Dr..E. H. Newell, former chief of the 
Reclamation Service, also discussed the 
importance of converting coal into all 
its by-products and quoted Sir John 
dman, President of the British In- 
stitution of Mining Engineers, as say- 
ing, ““A very few years may see it a 
penal offense to burn raw coal in any 
of our towns. The by-products of coal 
are of greater moment than the coal 
itself, and not until these by-products 
have been extracted should the: re- 
siduum heat be used.”’ ; 

Sir James C. Irvine of St. Andrews 
University, Scotland, spoke tonight on’ 
chemistry and world progress. He 
said that “today the science of chem- 
istry has. attained a position - which 
makes it a force of extreme power in 
molding world affairs.”’

Shortly before 1-0’clock last Monday 
morning, July 29, the Morrissey struck 
a submerged rock off the southeasterly

~f island is at the mouth of Whale Séund, 
. fn latitude 77 degrees 20 minutes. At 
.the moment of our accident we were 
looking for the natives who move fbout 
in their semi-migratory hamlets. We 
wanted Eskimo hunters to assist us in 


gathering specimens of seal, walrus 
and‘other game. Whale Sound marked 
the beginning of our major collecting 


territory. 
All went well. We had sighted some 
Eskimo tents ashore. In sight were 
_ peventeen walrus. There was no wind. 
We were moving rapidly forward un- 
der our own power. 

Crash! We struck a rock waate the 

water was understood to be deep and 
clear. Unhappily the tide was almost 
full. As it was full moon also it was 
one-of the high tides of the’ month, 
that is to say the “Spring tide.”’ 

We raced our engine” to no purpose. 
The tide went down. The two anghors 
that we ran out promptly did not help. 
The whole a@fter-end of the ship was: 
bare. Naturally, she swung over to a 

_ forty-fivé degree list. — 

As soon as Captain Bartlett saw the 
tern completely out of water, he got 
overboard our empty gasoline drums. 
' These he and the crew lashed along- 
side under the counter. 


| Cargo Shifted, ‘Equipment Landed. 


‘As soon as this was done all ‘hands 
got busy andshifted cargo to egse the 
atern weight. The weight of the cargo 
might have broken the vessel in half 
had it not been moved. Water tanks 
were landed, fires were extinguished. 
Billy, the cook, txansferred ‘his galley 
ashore, where hungry workers period- 
ically found hbdt coffee and fresh 
courage. f 

Twelve “hours later the tide rose 
again, t this.was a “lower tide.’’ 
It fell three feet short of floating us. 
‘Things looked black. 

“ Most. discouraging was the fact that 
the sea ran in over our bulwarks on 
account of the list the ship had. Our 

; x lovely midship cabin was flooded with 
¥ water. Oil from the engine space mixed 
| £in with this water. Soon our bunks, 
: # clothes and other gear formed a sodden 
‘. Wass. 
. Because the ship’s nose was down at 
*y.@ sharp angle our pumps would not 
+ reach this water. All hands had to turn 
to Avith buckets. Hour by hour ‘we 
dipped from the port bunks and sorted 
our sopping ‘clothing and gear as it 
came to light. 

To make matters worse the barom-¢ 
eter started down. A brisk wind sprang 
up. Black clouds streaked the sky. 

,Complete disaster threatened. Bob 
Bartlett ‘said, ‘‘Boys) we get off this

turbed, but he confided to me with a 
troubled grin that it must be “a 
thousand miles to Disko.”’

Husbanded Radio Power. 


We were able to use our radio only 
a little on account of the fact that we 
were unable to recharge our batteries. 
We felt we must husband our power 
to the very last. Heaven knows-what 


the old’ explorers did withdut the 
superb comfort of wireless communi- 
cation. Fervently we blessed our At- 
‘water Kent and ‘National Carbon 
friends who presented the set to the 
expedition. 

All through the long afternoon we 
labored heart-breakingly to prepare 
for the high night tide.- Our largest 
anchor was carried out..More empty 
drums were lashed under the stern, 
Every possible weight, below and 
above, was trimmed forward ‘to tip the 
schooner up. Precious stores, such as 
guns and ammunition, clothing and 
emergency radio outfit, were landed in 
anticipation of losing ‘the ship. It 
looked as if we had but a one-in-three 
chance of getting her clear. 

It was at this point that, Captain 
Bob Bartlett’s long experience at sea 
and the courage and strength of his 
grand crew of tireless men of New- 
foun d came to'the fore. Indeed, I 
cannot. forget his brother, Will’ Bart- 
lett, the mate, who eats work in forty- 
eight hour shifts, and comes up smil-

Then came a.yell from Will Bartlett. 
He had been nursing a‘long boat hook 
over the side on.the rocks. One more 
spurt of wind, a surging grind below, 
and the Morrissey was free! 

It was a dramatic moment in the 
lives of all of us. Cheers burst from 
every throat.. Three minutes beford 
a ruined ship, a hard winter in the 
sunless Arctic, without equipment, and 
a thousand-mile walk to. civilization 
faced us. Now our’vessel was once 
more safe. 

Today we are eighty, miles south of 
Cape York. We are retreating to the 
safer side of Melville Bay with our 
leaking, but serviceable, ship. ek are 
pect to keel-haul her. at Upern vik. 
Captain Bartlett believes this can be 
done successfully. It will enable us 
to pepe her bottom, possibly part*of 
her keel. Everything aboard is a mess 
—wet, angled and in some cases miss- 


‘ing: 


We are still tired from the reload- 
ing of all the countless stores and be- 
longings we took ashore in our little 
dories. It was a long, hard job to get 
them all back again. Some of the 
Eskimos in the neighborh helped us. 
Old Poodloona, a friend of Bartlett’s, 
to whom, it happened, we were earry- 
ing generous gifts from Harry Whit» 
ney of New Haven, turned out as 
leader of our assistants. 

From the mainnrast aft the Morris- 
sey’s bottom is chewed up very badly. 
‘A good deal of oakum is out of the 
garboard seams. The port side is bad- 
ly bruised from the pounding it got. 
But.we have our leaks under control 
with the pumps. 

We expect to arrive at Upernivik 
Aug. 4.. We should be ready to leave 
there by the 10th. Wé hope to go 
across to Jones Sound for museum 
specimens as soon as we get away. 

We left a full record of information 
at Cape York. 

All hands are well and in fine spirits. 
We are catching upon sleep. The 


outiodk is increasingly optimistic, and, 


now that we have the object lesson of 
the. Morrissey’s amazing vitality and 
renewed faith in Bartlett’s courage and 
skill, we have high hopes of yet achiev- 
ing what we set out to do. ;

Arthur Ponsonby, a 
Laborite, pointed out that the Regent 
of Abyssinia had openly complained of 
veiled coercion of the weak by the 
strong. He said that Britain, having 
’ failed to secure permission from Abys- 
sinia to build a barrage across Lake 
Tsana on the Blue Nile in Abyssinian 
territory, had linked its request to the 
Italian demand for a railway conces- 
gion, had concluded the agreement and 
had only then told Abyssinia what had 
Deen done.

Wide Program Is Outlined. for 
‘Tokio Conference, bat Results 
Will Be Small.

JTOKIO, Aug. 2.—Whatever were the 
intentions of the original promoters, 
the Pan-Asiatic Conference in Naga- 
saki is becoming increasingly antl-- 
Western, as has been evidenced in a 
dozen instances. 

One is the refusal to endorse Espe- 
ranto or any other ‘‘white man’s lan- 
guage’ as the proposed universal 
_Asiatic tongue. 

Japan officials. recognized this 
probabllityy and attempted in several 
ways to hamper the meeting of the 
first’ session, which was delayed 
through the Chinese urging that the 
conference denounce Japan’s old Twen- 
ty-one Demands. 


Anti-Westernism is the only bond 
holding the’deleggtes together. The 
conference is essentially a confab be- 
tween comparatively uninfluential 
Japanese and Chinese professors, as 
the Indians present all lived long in 
Japan, the Filipinos are taking little 
part and the Koreans are not permitted 
to speak. ‘ 

A committee today adopted an ambi- 
tious program, including the construc- 
tion of a trans-Asian railway, the es- 
tablishment of an Asiatic bank ‘for 
financing Asiatic undertakings, the 
adoption of a -conimon language, the 
forcing of .racial equality on. the 
League ef Nations and.the choice of a 
Pan-Asiatig¢ flag. 

Throughout the proceedings’ an un- 
dercurrent of ill-feeling toward the 
Occident has paralleled Chinese resent- 
ment toward Japan because of the 
Twenty-one Demands. The latter might 
lead to~violence, but the conference 
hall is guarded by more police than 
there are delegates. 

Anti-Westernism was apparent from 
the opening addresses, in wich all the 
speakers protested that the movement 
was not aimed against the West, and 
then proceeded to attack Occidentals. 

One Chinese delegate castigated the 
British and the army world police plan. 
A. Japanese speaker denounced America 
as anti-Japanese. 

It is apparent that the conference is 
unlikely to accomplish anything, its 
sole. importance consisting of the reve- 
lation of growing anti-Westernism 
throughout the Orient and as an indi- 


cation of possible future developments.

Their mar- 
riage, which was secret, was not an- 
nounced until late in 1922. 

Jolson’s first .wife was Henrietta 
Keller, daughter of a sea captain, 
whom he met while she was playing a 
small part at the’ Del Theatre in Oak- 
land, Cal. In July, 1919, the first Mrs. 
Jolson filed suit for divorce. As soon 
as Jolson heard of it he left New 
York with his attorney and hurried to 
the Coast.

. arrést him. gg a 
trial yeste for the second time on 
charges of ‘and. filing talse 
income tax pa a A 
Stéinberg first sent. word. through 
Harold H. Corbin, associated with Max 
D. Steuer,  Steinberg’s attorney}. that: 
he whderstood the trial was to be put 
over until Mr. Steuer’s return from Eu- 
ropé, Later in the day Mr. Corbin re- 
ported to Judge Mack that he did not 
know Steinberg’s present whereabouts. 
On June 19, 1925, Steinberg was cob- 
wicted before Federal Jadge Sohn C: 


Knox and a jury ‘and was ‘senitencéd | 


to a year’s imprisonment;on ¢ the charge |. 
of making -a false incomé tax return, 
and to four years in’ Affanta Peniten- 
tiary on a charge of perjury. Both 
courts,in the indictment were based 
on Steinberg’s alleged failure to report 
large profits said to have been received 
from bootlegging operations. 

Stéinberg’s conviction was reversed 
by the United States Circuit Court of 
Appéals, which held that a defendant 
could not be charged with perjury ahd 
also with income tax falsification for 
the same acts. United States Attorney} a 
Buckner later obtained a réhearing 
which resulted in the higher court re- 
versing itself and holding that under 
the Federal law conviction of Stein- 
berg on both counts of the indictment 
had been proper and just. 

Thé Circuit Court of Appeals hela 
also, however, that the introduction in 
evidénce of a memorandum book con- 
taining an alleged list of liquor patrons 
had not been properly connected with 
the defendant and therefore had been 
improperly introdu (As @ result a 
new trial was ordered. 

As soon as thé higher court had re- 
verséd its former ruling, Steinberg ré- 
tainéd Mr. Steuer. That was in June 
and Mr. Steuer soon afterward sailed 
for France, expecting to return Aug. 


26. 

Mr. Corbin filed with Judge Mack 
affidavits in support: of a ‘plea for a 
postponement of the trial until the re- 
turn of Mr. Steuer. The Judge, how- 
evef, said the case had been set for 
trial yesterday and ordered that Stéin- 
berg be produced at 2 o’clock in the 
aftefnoon. At that hour the case was 
again called and-a@ élerk from Mz. 
Steuer’s office announced that Stein- 
berg had telephoned to Mr. Corbin and 
told him positively he would not ap- 
pear for trial until his trial counsel’s 
return. 

Judge Mack directed that Mr. Corbin 
be notifed to appear before him at 
oncé. When Mr. Corbin arrived Judge 
Mack rtired to his chambers with him 
and Assistant United States Attorneys 
David P. Siegel and J. Arthur Adler. 
Aftér the conferénce it was announced 
that Mr. Corbin had dénied all knowl- 
edgé of Steinberg’s whereabouts, that 
the bail bond had been forfeited and 
that a warrant had béen issued for 
Steinberg’s arrest ag a fugitive from 
justice. 

It was said at the Féderal Building 
that should the effort to find Steinberg | 2 
fail he probably would surrénder when 
Mr. Steuer returned.

Premier Calls on People to Save 
Wheat in Effort to Stabilize 
the Lira. 


ROME, Aug. 2 (4).—Prémier Musso- 
lini tonight called upon the people of 
Italy to help in the struggle which 
the Governmeyt is waging to rehabili- 
tate Italian finances by eating a type 
of war bread containing a maximum 
of 80 to 85 per cent. of wheat. 

Through a new series of drastic de- 
crées adopted by the Cabinet, at the 
personal request of the Premier, it is 
hoped to cit down on the wheat im- 

rtations, which are largely responsi- 

le for the great Italian ar Bose trade 
balance. 

Deciding against institutions of a 
system of bread cariis, it was deter- 
mined to. adopt a single type of war 
bread,:-the prices’ of which would be 
fixed by the Pravincial Food Commit- 
tee. Each unit of bread will not 
exceed 200 grams. The decrees also 
prohibit the manufacture and sale of 
“luxury” bread and the manufacture 
of sweets and pastries containing 
wheat flour. Violations of the decree 
will be punished severely and a_-strict 
system of enforcing them has been 
created. 

Finance Minister Volpi announced. a 
reduction in the public debt to 89,863,- 
000,000 lire in Treasury bonds to 
17,;000,000,000 lire and in the annual 
debt to 75,000,000 lire. The interest on 
this represents a reduction of 1,500,- 
000,000 lire. 

The budget closed on July 15 with a

Very Nervous at Times. 


“Sometimes when I: get up to drive 
off the first tee I am so nervous that 
I want to lie down and die,” said the 
vgoman champion. ‘‘I feel as though I 
couldn’t possibly hit the ball. I think 


‘What Price Glory?’ and ‘why suffer 
all this. for a game of golf?’ And then 
I do hit the ball, better than ever, and 
get a real thrill out of it, and every- 
thing is all right, and I know why I 
play golf! 

“But aside from this personal feel- 
ing of mine, I have four reasons for 
thinking goif is the best sport for wo- 
men: first, it doesn’t mean sacrifices 
that a girl would not like to make,” 
said Miss Collett, who swims, drives a 
car, rides, dances, enjoys bridge and 
the theatre and owns a host of friends 
off the links as well as on them.

Cries When. Told She Killed 
Bungalow Companion Over 
Possession of Gun. 


BLAMES LIQUOR FOR PLIGHT 


Denies Knowing of Shooting but 
Recalls. She Wrote a 
Suicide Note.

MOUNT, HOLLY, N. J., Aug. 2— 
Betty Queen, 26-years old, is in the 
Burlington County jail here tonight 
charged by County Detective Hillis H. 
Parker with . killing Margaret Craig, 
whose stage name was Pearl McSherry, 
at Brown’s Mills last night, in a tussel 
for possession of ‘a shotgun with which 
the Queen girl had threatened to com- 
mit suicide. Dorine O'Connor is being 
held As a material witness. The two 
young women are occupying the same 
cell. The struggle for the gun was in 
a bungalow: the three young women 
had rented in Brown’s Mills. 

The commitments were made by Jus- 
tice of the Peace: John Throckmorton 
of Mount Holly after Detectives Parker 
and Cain had completed their investi- 
gation. The Queen girl did not know 
until this afternoon when told by De- 


tective Parker that she had killed her 
companion. She wept bitterly when she 
heard it. 

“When you say I killed Margaret it 
is something that is so hazy it seems 
like a dream; something I almost can’t 
realize,” the young woman told Detec- 
tive Parker. '‘‘Margaret was the best 
friend -I had in the world and there 
wasn’t a thing I could hold against 
her. Whatever I did wrong was due 


‘| to drinking. We started drinking Sat- 


urday afternoon when a girl and two 
of her men friends called to visit us. 

“Margaret and I continued drinking 
yesterday and both of us apparently 
got almost crazy with liquor, but 
Dorine did not drink yesterday. I must 
have become despondent during the 
day, as they tell me I wrote a note in 
which I said I was going to commit 
suicide.”’ . 

This note is in the possession of De- 
tective Parker. The note, in shaky 
handwriting, says: 

“This is not to blame any one, but 
just blame myself. I am going to blow 
my brains out. I am just tired of liv- 
ing. I mean everthing I say. 

“BETTY GREEN.” 

“T can’t tell all the things that hap- 

pened, because I was in no condition 


to know what I was doitig,”’ continued | 


the young woman, *‘but I recollect tell- 
ing the other girls that I was going to 
commit suicide, and some time later I 
got a loaded gun that was in the house 
as a part of the equipment when we 
rented it on July 5 to spend. two 
months there. I have some recollection 
of a tussle with Margaret over the gun. 
inside and outside the bungalow and of 
its going off, but I didn’t know what 
happened. My God, it’s awful to think 
that I had anything to do with killing 
her, She picked me up when 1 was 
down’ and out and gave me the help 
I needed.” . 

Edward H. Levis, a broker, of Mount 
Holly, foreman of the present Grand 
Jury, said tonight that he. would get in 
touch with Prosecutor George M. Hill- 
man without delay and arrange’ for 
early proceedings in the case. If action 
is not taken at once nothing can be 
done until September. 

Detectives Parker and Cain took. 
both girls to the scene of the shooting 
so they could get such personal effects 
as they might need and to enable the 
officials to view the surrovhdings. 

The prisoners said that all three 
young women had -been married but 

ad not been living with their hus- 
bands. The Queen woman said she 
had been married to P. A. Vacca, who 
married under the name of E. A. Leon- 
ard at Elkton, Md.;, lived with her for 

a few months and left her in Macon, 
Ga. She does not’ know where he is 
now. 

They said, that from May 4 to July 5, 
they did chorus girl work in Philg- 
delphia, but before that had been in 
New York and had lived at the Kadis 
Apartments near Forty-second Street 
and Broadway. 

Disposition of the dead woman's 
body is uncertain. Communication has 
been had with Florence Wildebrandt at 
Des Moines in charge of a half-sister, 
asking her to get in touch with the 
stepfather somewhere in Florida.

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THE GREAT MISUNDERSTOOD. 

Vice President Dawes, in his address 
at Denver on Colorado’s fifty years 
of Statehood, ranged far and wide over 
the whole territory of the Middle West. 
As a close observer of it from early 
manhood, he pictures it as in the 
somewhat pathetic attitude of always 
being misunderstood by the East. The 
East shudders at: the radicalism of 
the West, but doeg not look at it 
closely. enough to perceive that it is 
only ‘ progressive conservatism.” Mr. 
Dawes admits that in the time of the 
agricultural troubles thirty years ago, 
as in\more recent days, the West has 
“talked some.” It certainly has. It 
has furnished the tallest talkers known 
to our politics. They appeared to be 
threatening the East with dire calami- 
ties, but all the time, according to the 
Vice President, they really desired to 
be loved; and if today the East would 
only open its eyes to the supreme at- 
tractions of the Western charmer and 
call out understandingly, “ Come’ rest 
on this bosom,” all would be well in 
the best possible of all democracies. 

In his hope of conciliating the two 
sections, General Dawes makes some 
good points. The West, he says, has 
never been tainted with anarchy or 
Bolshevism. Eastern agitators have 
often prated about the need of destroy- 
ing our Government. But the West 
has contented itself with efforts to 
take possession of the Government and 
use it for its own benefit. It has 
loyally. stood by the Constitution— 
always as interpreted by itself. It has 
believed in law and order. What it 
has demanded has been equality of 
treatment for the agricultural States. 
‘When its wild men have cried out, that 
they would make theegrass grow in 
Wall Street, all that they really meant 
was that Wall Street must do nothing 
to. hinder the growing of wheat and 
corn in Kansas and Iowa. 

In his praise of the West the Vice 
President might have. dwelt on one 
wholesome change which appears to 
have come over It permanently.” It 
used to be the home of unsound cur- 
rency, free silver and greenbackism. 
But those delusidns it seems now to 
have abandoned entirely. It continues 
to “talk some’’—even a great deal— 
about the iniquity of banks and the 
money power, and about the evils of 
deflation at the expense of the farmer, 
but we hear almost nothing from it 
about debasing the coinage or printing 
great masses of paper money. What 
the West declares today that it needs 
is not cheap currency but cheap credit, 
This is the reason why it keeps on 
striving to alter the banking laws, and 
to, have representatives of its own on 
the directorates of the Federal Reserve 
Bank so that farmers may be treated 
as preferred creditors: This is at least 
a new emphasis which marks, it may 
be believed, the final disappearance of 
an old financial danger. 

‘ Whether the West itself likes’ to 
think, that it is a hapless being misun- 
derstood, we rather doubt. It prides 
itself on its plain speech. It is in the 
habit of going straight to the point 
and saying exactly what it wants. No 
‘sentimental sighing, no timid appeals, 
no coquettish averted glances for the 
Middle West. Perhaps, as Mr. Dawzs 
intimates, it would like to bel loved by 
the East, but first of all it would pre- 
fer to be feared and obeyed by it. This 
it may be that the East. understands 
better than General Dawes thinks. It

It has been urged in Wash- 
ington that provision be made to de- 
tail for duty in the Philippines’ men 
from the other departments—experts 
in finance, law and other questions— 
to whom the Governor General could 
turn for advice. 

Before General Woop arrived in the 
islands QuEzON was virtually the polit- 
ical dictator. Ever since the Gen- 
eral made it clear that he intended to 
restore the Executive Department of 
the Philippine Government within the 
bounds laid down by the Jones law, 
Senator Quezon has fought him 
with bitterness... He saw his own 
extra-legal powers being taken away 
from him and his personal prestige 
threatened, 

Of much greater importance than 
this, however, is the fact that the ex- 
isting form of government of the 
Philippines makes it impossible for the 
Governor General to surround himself 
with Americans competent to give him 
expert advice and to relieve him of 
some of the sroutine which cannot be 
delegated to the Filipino department 
heads, That this hampers his effi- 
ciency is obvious. So long as the 
Chief Executive of the Philippine Gov- 
ernment is an American, and so long 
as the United States administers the 
Philippines in accordance with the 
general principles laid down in the 
Jones law, he should be empowered to 
carry out his duties and responsibili- 
ties effectively. One of the merits of 
the bill recently introduced by Repre- 
sentative Kigzss to turn over to the 
Governor General the fund of $1,000,- 
000 which is annually paid by the 
United States Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue into the Treasury of the Philip- 
pines is to permit him to surround 
himself with suitable: experts without 
saddling the Filipino taxpayers with 
the burden of paying them. When the 
necessary changes are made in the 
government of the Philippines to per- 
mit the inauguration of this and other 
reforms it may be well to-place all 
Americans serving the Government of 
the Philippines on a separate payroll 
to be met not by the Filipinos but’ by 
the American Government. The Fili- 
pinos would then have no cause tq re- 
sent a sufficient increase in the Gov- 
ernor General’s American staff to as- 
sure an efficient administration. 

RSE ES 
ISRAEL ZANGWILL. 

Mr. ZANGWILL loved to liberate his 
mind. Sometimes much heat was dis- 
engaged and much fire kindled in the 
process. As so many other friends of 
international good-will, he liked to 
fight. If he sometimes seemed a little 
careless in what he said, “his sincerity 
and his scorn of popularity were en- 
gaging. His last visit here might 
almost be called a revival of “The 
War God.” There are recompenses for 
the controversy of Zion; none for the 
controversy of Zionism. ZANGWILL 
was embittered by the War, the Peace 
and the “ League of Damnations.” The 
vision of “The Melting Pot” seemed 
unrealized. He expressed various dis- 
satisfactions with the United States. 
That was his privilege. Yet a few 
Americans got apoplectic over his 
criticism, as if they were contempo- 
raries of Hannibal Chollup. 

Probably a certain humor underlay 
the censurer’s bile. If we remember 
right, he declared his irritation with 
“the whole haman race.” But ZANd- 
WILL, the “publicist,” needn’t concern 
us much. ZANGWILL, the man, was 
courteous and gentle; ZaNGWILL, the 
artist, is al! that counts. To the elder 
generation, at least, he is the painter, 
without prejudice or partiality, with 
careful distribution of shade and light, 
of the “ mean streets’ of Whitechapel 
and the rest. of London Jewry. No- 
body but a Cockney Jew could have 
written the books of the “Ghetto” 
series; but the conscientious artist. is 
no flatterer. He shows us the nig- 
gardly closed fist as well as the open 
hand; the meanness and the magna- 
nimity; the much enduring. patience 
and the hypoceiay of the. people he 
pictured.

ZANGWILL began as a humorist; and 
his humor got richer, if often grimmer, 
in his later books. Some: cynics said 
that he kept all his humor for his 
characters and had none left for him- 
self; but this must have been a dig. at 
his fanatical earnestness in ‘‘causes.”’ 
In epigrammatic wit and pdaradox- 
making he was at least the equal of 
some noisier names. Style as a writer 
he seems hardly to have acquired. 
Direct’ and simple enough in some: of 
his short stories; but it is our im- 
pression that usually, or for a good 
while at least, he was no dainty 
chooser of words but the victim of 
long Latin pomposities. 


SELLING STATE MONOPOLIES. 

King A.LBertT, now financial dictator 
of Belgium, urgently “invites” holders 
of 6,000,000,000 francs of national 
floating debt in the form of Treasury 
bonds to exchange them for preferred 
stock of a corporation formed to take 
over the State railways. Fair ex- 
change is no robbery, and the railway 
shares can hardly be worth less than 
the floating debt. If the Belgian rail- 
ways should improve under private 
management as the American railways 
have done, the betterment might earn 
profits easier for industry to carry 
than are the taxes to pay the interest 
on the debt. 

France in like manner proposes td 
transfer the business and assets of the 
national tobacco monopoly to a private 
corporation which will issue bonds to 
pay half the outstanding national de- 
fense bonds. Tobacco buyers then 
would assume the burden of interest 
payment. The Belgian shares will be 
issued with a guarantee of 175 francs 
to the pound sterling or 2.77 cents to 
the franc. The French shares will be 
exchanged at a similar present parity. 
Devalorization is not techftical repudia- 
tion, but those whose francs buy only 
one-fifth the old. amount. learn anew 
that the financial losses of wars can- 
not be transferred to posterity any 
more than can the mortality. In this 
country more than 2,000 public utili- 
ties have passed from public under 
private control. American experience 
thus affords some hope that the French 
and Belgian plans will at least relieve 
the taxpayers by the reduction of the 
losses of Government operation.

TENNIS CHAMPIONS. 

The defeat of WiLtiam T. TILDEN by 
VINCENT RicHarps for the third time 
this year will be cited by many ob- 
servers as at least an indication that 
the tennis champion for six years is 
no longer so formidable. But his play- 
ing on the dead and slippery court at 
Bay Ridge on Sunday seemed too bad 
to be true. The bound of the ball was 
often erratic. Ti_pEN’s “cannonball 
service”. was not at its best. Ricrikes 
had little trouble in handling it. 
The champion was not so cool and 
steady as is his wont, At times he 
showed irritation. His backhand shots 


lacked the old speed and precision. His | 


lobbing was often short, giving Ricu- 
arps the opportunity for smashing re- 
turns, Vincent RicHarps never played 
better. He was swift, strenuous and 
dauntless. Frequently he made what 
seemed impossible shots. In the final 
set TILDEN was soundly beaten by a 
score of 6 to 2. Whether youth pre- 
vailed, or the champion was in poor 
condition, who shall say? 

In indoor tennis during the Winter 
TILDEN was beaten by both the French 
stars, Lacostz and Borotra. Lacosts 
is hailed by ‘his countrymen as the 
coming champion. His game is steady 
and accurate, so much so that it is 
‘said he plays like a machine. But it 
must not be forgotten that TiLpEN 
turned the tables on’ Borotra in the 
internationgl indoor tennis tournament 
in February, wearing the sturdy 
Basque down. Once more TILDEN rose 
to an emergency, showing stamina 
whith some of his critics are inclined 
to deny him now. RuicHarps djd not 
exactly cover himself with glory in 
his last campaign overseas. TILDEN 
saved the day in‘two and a half hours 
of magnificent tennis in the February 
indoor tournament, bringing fina] vic- 
tory to America. He may be capable 
of doing the same thing in another 
battle for the Davis trophy. 

If TitpEN will listen to good advice, 
he will heed the warning of his 
antagonist of Sunday, who has told 
him that tennis is so jealous a 
mistress that to neglect her at all is 
to lose her fayor. Even champions 
cannot always excel, and may lose 
their laurels, if they do not put the 
game before erery other interest 
that takeg toll of their’ nervous 
strength. Titpen has béen an oracle 
to young and ambitious players. He 
has preached hard work.

A TOO ZEALOUS NAVAL OFFICER. 

In the Jatest’'volumes published by 
the German Government containing 
diplomatic correspondence before the 
war, much attention is given to efforts | 
to reach awnaval understanding with 
Great Britain in 1912. ‘These nego- 
tiations arose out of Lord Ha.pANnn’s 
visit to Berlin. But while statesmen 
on’ both sides were working, or at 
least. hoping, for some; definite and 
useful result, the German Naval At- 
taché in London was pouring con- 
tempt upon the whole plan. Accord- 
ing to the correspondence, as sum- 
marized in The London Times, he 
kept reporting to Admiral von Trrpirz 
that the British proposals were merely 
a “trap.” He urged also that the 
British threat to build two English 
ships for every additional German 
ship was only “bluff,” and that this 
must “give way before the firm will 
of Germany.” He added that if Eng- 
land did succeed in attaining a naval 
agreement, Germany might, indeed, be 
sure. of England's friendship, “ but- 
“will have ceased to be an independent 
“ nation.” 

This sort of intrusion by a naval 
officer into the sphere of diplomacy 
finally became too much for the Ger- 
man Foreign Office. It sent a letter 
to the Kaiser pérsonally asking’ him to 
order the-Naval Attaché in London to 
confine himself to technical matters, 
and to keep off political subjects. His 
reports,: it was stated, were so full 
of hatred and mistrust that ‘if they 
leaked out théy could have only the 
effect of increasing the diplomatic ten- 
sion with England. But the Chief of 
the Kaiser’s Civil. Cabinet replied in 
the coldest and most superior tone: 

His Majesty the iser and King 
has decided, in respect of your Ex- 
cellency’s report of March 22 on the 
dispatches of the Naval Attaché of 
the Imperial Embassy in London, 
that the character of the dispatches 
incumbent upon the Naval Attaché 
does nat permit of their being con- 
fined merely to technical naval mat- 
ters, and that the reports of Captain 


WIDENMANN have been very specially 
valuable. 


It was. this kind of work at cross 
pprposes which finally led to the fail- 
ure of the entire Haldane negotiation. 
The only question was how to break 
it off in a way to throw the blame 
upon Great Britain. On this - point 
the efficient work in question pub- 
lishes a memorandum in the Kaiser’s 
own handwriting as follows: 

The English reply absolves one 
from adopting any attitude toward 
“this document. It is a mockery of 

the previous negotiations and a 
piece of such cold-blooded insolence 
' that nothing further is necessary. I 
reject this agreement. But my ad- 
vice is that the negotiations should 
be continued in such a manner that 
England, by rejecting our proposals, 
is placed in the wrong. * * * New 
proposals must now be begun on a 
new basis. I propose to offer Eng- 
. land—which, out of consideration for 
France, will not accord us neutrality 
—instead of this neutrality an offen- 
sive and defensive alliance with the 
inclusion of Frarice. If England ‘rre- 

jects this, it puts itself flagrantly in 
the wrong before all the world; if 

it accepts, our situation in the eyes 
of the German people as regards the 
supplementary Naval bill will be 
better. At the same time Paris is to 
be informed that although -France 
-has behaved disgracefully toward 
the German Army and nation, yet 
this Government.is not pursuing any 
nefarious designs and has declared 
its willingness, in the course of the 
negotiations with England, to admit 
France to: the alliance. Jf France 
rejects this, the course is clear and 
we have done our duty. If i accepts, 
the peace of Europe is assured. The 
. agreement of the Haldane negotia- 
tions is dead. I will have nothing 
more to do with it. 


Apparently. an official dispatch to 
this effect was to have been sent to) 
the German Ambassador in London. 
But it was never forwarded. The in- 
timation is that the Kaiser himself 


forgot all about it. Either way, the 
disclosure is one of amazing light- 
heartedness in his duplicity. 
| eR ASEAN RIES 
THE FRANCISCAN SPIRIT.

“a freezing vigi in the snow,” or 
praise bodily beauty, and then refuse 
to eat; or glorify oelor in raiment, but 
clothe himself. in rags; or show “a 
hunger for happy life” while suffer-

resoufces than it is to give him what 
is called a scholarship, The loan gives 
to the students a feeling of.self-depen- 
dence which they do. not get from 
what is a form of charity. Besides, it 
helps colleges "now running at a defi- 
cit, as they can _yse for any pur- 
pose the money paid back by these 
students, 

Experience now covering four years 
has. shown. that the borrowers are hon- 
est. Not quite all of them have re- 
turned the money borrowed, but none 
has repudiated the debt, being in the 
latter respect not unlike some other 
much-discussed debtors. It has been 
noticed that many borrowers are lax 
in making their payments. This seems 
to be due to nothing worse than care- 
lessness or lack of business sense, and 
it has been noticed that the promptest 
payers are not those from families in 
better circumstances, but from those 
who have lived in real poverty. 

That is explicable, probably, by the 
fact that the very poor. have compara- 
tively little experience with credit, and 
have learned to pay cash or at the 
appointed time, while in circles a little 
higher debts are moré, familiar.

Iowa fairly to. know him long before 
he entered public life. He had already 
studied law and had endeavored to 
make a start in Chicago. It was a 
great many years’after he had done 
this and after my meeting with. him 
that I came to know from him that 
this attempt to enter the legal profeés- 
sion ‘was a failure, and that in despeéra- 
‘tion he had turned again to his trade 
as a carpenter: When I came to know 
him -he was married and had a little 


daughter then vernape four or five] 


years old. 

His surroundings in. Des Moines soon 
became much more agreeable in every 
way, and it was not long until he had 
become a member of the firm headed 
by ‘George G.. Wright, then United 
States Senator from Iowa. Judge 
Wright’s+ firm represented the Rock 
Island and other railroads in the State 
of Iowa, so that the very earliest of 
the late Senator Cummins’s work was 
done in connection with railroads. This 
gave him a familiarity with great cor- 
porations which was to stand him in 
good stead in the end. It was perhaps 
three or four years after, when I had 
returned from a‘long absence in Eu- 
rope, that he entered public life as a 
member of the Legislature, elected on 
an independent ticket from Polk Coun- 
ty, in our State. He had been elected 
in opposition to the regular ticket, and 
he there took a strong position against 
the prohibition law, which thus early 
was pending in the State, and he took 
a very active part on the floor in all 
the work of the legislative session. 

This was perhaps as early as 1882, 
but his advance in his profession was 
very rapid/ He turned out to be not 


-only a very conscientious and well- 


equipped lawyer, but one of .the most 
effective public speakers;in our State. 

By the early years of the present 
century he had become a recognized 
figure in the State. He was a man 
whgse opinions were never concealed 
from his friends, or his enemies, or 
anybody else, so that in addition to 
the relations:in which he found him- 
self at an early day he had aroused 
some enemies; but in spite of all these 
he was nominated for Governor, where 
he was able to serve for seven years, 
the longest term for which a Governor- 
ship has ever been held in the State of 
Iowa. It was therefore natural that 
in spite of all the arflmosities he had 
aroused he should come to the 
front. as the successor of William B. 
Allison upon the death of the latter, i, 
1908. ! 

His career in the Sehate since that 


| time is so well known as not to need 


any further exploitation. The opposi- 
tion to Senator Cummins was aroused 
largely by reason of his attitude on 
railroad questions in the State of 
Iowa, so that even before he was elect- 
ed to the Senate a great deal of un- 
necessary and unusual friction had 
been aroused. It was only of late 
years that, to a certain extent, this 
has disappeared—a fact due largely to 
his activity in the passage of the law 
restoring the railroads‘to their own- 
ers. This was one of the most com- 
prehensive pieces. of legislation that 
has ever been accomplished anywhere, 
and against all expectations and in 
spite of the natural attitude he might 
have been expected to. take, the Esch- 
Cummins act of 1920 has long been 
considered.one of the most courageous, | ber 
conservative and progressive legisla- | th 
tive acts of our history. 

‘ Jt so happens that Albert B. Cum- 
mins was one of the most misunder- 
stood men I have ever come into con- 
tact with. He was supposed to be a 
radical, wher in fact all his actions 
showed that he was so conservative as 
almost to arouse natural opposition 
from the radical element in his party 
and in the country. As a result of 
these particular qualities he had for 
many years been wecognized as one of 
the leading constructive minds of the

Bequests.to charity total $90,000. Of 
this sum $50,000 is left to Rersselaer 
Polytechnic Institute of Troy, N. Y.; 
$15,000 each to Mercer and St. Francis 
Hospitals here, and $10,000 to Mc- 
Kinley Hospital, also of Trenton. The 
Tfenton Trust Company, as executor, 
is directed to apportion $5,000 among

Other. specific pequests aré $50,000 to 
Margaret S. Roepling, his\daughter-in- 
law; $20,000 each to Siégfried and

to Emily Warren, a niece by his first 
marriage, and $500 to Victor Norman 
of the Panama Canal Zone.

NASSAU, Bahamas, Aug. 2 (By 
Wirteléss to The Associated Press). 
Crippled schodnérs, laden with refu- 
gées from the ottlying islands of the 


Bahamas, slowly coming one by one 
into the harbor here, até bringing the 
story of more loss of life and Li ent 
as the résult of the tropical hufficane 
last week. 

The death toll mounted overnight ‘to 
146 khown dead, ‘while 400 still are 
sted as missing. Raepotts that the 
storm had.missed the sponge. fleet, f 
where a great loss of life was feared. 
weté riot confirmed and the sponge 
boats are not yet ‘heard ftom. 

The sloop Doris, itself showing the 
effects of the terrific gale it weathered 
when the full fury of the hurricane 
swept down on the Banamas, crept 
into port today with twenty-two réft- 
gees from Exuma Keéy, where 500 
houses were déstroyed and moré tha 
1,000 persons réndered homeless. 

Four women and fivé men on hoard 
the sloop Eleuthera are listed as lost 
when the sloop sank en route. to 
Nassau. Five men were lost when the 
sloop Lily G. bréke moorings, drifted 
out to sea and sank. Four of six men 
of the crew of the schooner Alberta 
were lost when the vessel was wrecked 
on Androsis Island. 

The Governnient, rushing its work 
of checking tHe storm damage, has 
found that thé entire Bahamas have 
suffered. Homes and buildings were 
destroyed in virtually every section of 
the group.

THRONG ATTENDS FUNERAL 


Republican . Party Leaders Meet 
Later to Talk of Candidate to 
‘Fit! Cummins’s Term.

DES MOINES, Iowa, Aug. 2.—Nation, 
State and city united in honoring the 
memory of Senator Albert B. Cummins 
thie afternoon, as funéral’ services, 
striking in their simplicity, were held 
for Iowa's “grand old mah’’ on the 
lawn of the Cummins home, where the 
Senator sudcumbed to a heart attack 
Friday at the age of 76. 

Three of the’ Sénator’s colleagues— 
Messrs. Reed of Missourl, Déenecen of 
Illinois and Steck ‘of Iowa~attended 
the funeral as representatives of the 
Senate, and eight Iowa memberg of 
the House of Represeritatives—Messrs. 


Cole, Dickinson. Letts, Ramseyer, 
Thurston, Dowell, Boies and Robinson 
~also followed his. body to the family 
burial plot. Smith W. Brookhart, who 
défeated Senator Cummins in the June 
primaries for the Republican Senato- 
rial nomination, was eg the throfg 
as the Rev. Charles S. bury, in his 
funeral sermon, touched on. the Sena- 
tor’s defeat. 

“It would be most unfortunate’ and 
unjust for thosé outside to have the 
view that. Iowa has repudiiated such 
& public servant,” the pastor said. 
“The: fact was that the recent pri- 
mary election was an impersonal ex- 
pression of protest. 

“Iowa voted not for any ™man or 
against any man so much as for a 
vaguely defined hope of better eco- 
nomic conditions. It is fair to the 
greatness of heart of Iowa citizenship, 
whatever the attitude in the recent 
primary, to record in this sacred hour 
an entire; State’s recognition of in- 
debtedness to a faithful public ser- 
vant.” 

While the State buried its dis- 
tinguished dead; political circles conh- 
tinued. to buzz with talk of a suc- 
Céssor to sérve the rest of the Cum- 
mins térm, which will expire next 
March. A definite movement took form 
tonight among friends of the dead 
Senator to nominate. a Cummins man 
for the place as an honor to his 
memory. 

Two events concerning the Cummins 
succession occurred tonight. One was 
the. issuance of-a call reconvening the 
delegates to the recent Republican con- 
vention for a meeting on Friday. The 
other: was thé statement of Senator 
Déneen of Illinois, who will. haye 
charge of the Chicago headquartets 
of the Republican Senatorial Campaign 
Committee, that the Iowa Republican 
nomination will be made without word 
or gesture from that committee. Sen- 
ator .Deneén déni aving exprésséd 
any Opinion ‘regarding the choice 6f 
Senator Cummins’s succéss6r, arouse 
reported as willing to close ,an_ old 
bene and to support Mr. Brookhart 
for the homination.

Custom of Automobile Owners 
as Much as 40 Per Cent. in 
Some Stores, He Says.

Speed Not Only Consideration, Capt. 
Pedrick Asserts, in Discussing 
the Situation. 


Asserting that the transportation in- 
terests had been engaged in a persistent 
attempt to cripple the automobile as a 
passenger conveyance within villages 
and cities by extending the non-park- 
ing areas, particularly in business dis- 
tricts, Captain William J. Pedrick, Vice 
President and General Manager of the 
Fifth Avenue Association, announced 
yesterday that the association had un- 
dertaken a stud} to determine the im- 
portance of private automobile trade in 
the Fifth Avenue section. He said 
also that the study would determine 
the importance of the parking privilege 

_in the conduct of the business of the 
eity. 

“It has been obvious for some time 
to the memberg of this association and 
to the business interests. of midtown 
Manhattan that their commercial pros- 
perity depends very largely upon pri- 
vate automobile trade,” Captain Ped- 
rick said. ‘‘The same fact is indicated 
in the responses made to a recent na- 
tion-wide traffic survey made by the 
Department of Commerce, which 
showed that almost invariably retail 
merchants throughout the country tes- 
tified to the necessity for this parking 
accommodation, and the average time 


allotted as being necessary for buginess 
Purposés was one hour. 


Motor Trade Important. 


“The transportation committees have 
indulged -in publicity statements to 
~ the effect that automobile trade is 
@ matter of small consequence to 
modern retail establishments. In view 
of those statemenfs, it will interest the 
public to know that some of the larg- 
est stores in this city report this type 
of business to run as high as 40 per 
cent. of their total volume, according 
to the type of merchandise handled. 

“In the case of these large stores the 
discouragement of automobile trade 
would mean not only the loss of a 
large proportion of that. business, but 
would deprive them of the type -of 
trade which is necessary to maintain 
the prestige of these establishments 
and. to,-set the style,trend in various 
classes of. merchandise.. A study. of 
the standard earnings bulletins pub- 
lished by any one of a number of 
financial houses, showing the earnings 
of many of the large stores, will indi- 
cate the seriousness of such a move if 
it were to be undertaken. 

‘While traction interests show elation 
over the non-parking rule tried in the 
Chicago loop district during the recent 
Eucharistic Congress, merchants in 
that city forced the withdrawal of the 
regulation and.are complaining bitterly 
of the damage it did to their business."’ 


Would Speed Traffic. 


Captain Pedrick said it was true that 
parking elimination would speed traf- 
fic movement to a certain extent, but 
asserted that this was not the only 
consideration. 

“Are we to make traffic speedways 
of our central business avenues to the 
detriment of business and the general 
public while broad thoroughfares to 
the east and west go comparatively 
unoccupied,” he said, “or are we to 
continue the policy that has proved 
go successful of preserving the com- 
mercial thoroughfares largely as 
possible for the transaction of busi- 
ness, by granting a reasonable privi- 
lege ‘of stopping at the curb?”

Declaring that 700 persons died in 
New York City last year from poisoned 
alcohol and that ‘‘slow deaths’? from 
a similar cause are sure to increase 
soon, J. W. Quillen, Chief Chemist of 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue, is- 
sued a warning yesterday against all 
acoholic beverages now being sold in 
speakeasies. Wood alcohol, he said, is 
now on the local beverage market. 

Referring to the recent ‘poison al- 
cohol deaths in Buffalo, Mr. Quillen 
predicted that the increasing use of 


“redistilled completely: denatured al- 
cohol,”’ resulting from the stoppage of 
many sources of alcohol supply, would 
soon cause increased deaths among 
drinkers. 

‘When I became chemist of the 
bureau. in 1921,"" said Mr. Quillen, 
“75 per cent. of the samples of hard 
liquor received for analysis proved to 
be really ‘straight whisky.’ In 1924 the 
pre-prohibition whisky had been com- 
pletely exhausted. As the samples 
which proved to be real whisky de- 
creased, there was almost a .corre- 
sponding increase in samples of liquor 
containing specially denatured alcohol. 
Completely’ denatured alcohol (that 
which the Government has attempted 
to poison so effectively that it could 
not be ‘renatured,’ or made drinkable) 
made its appearance in beverages 
about March, 1925. 

“This product is compounded with 
benzine, kerosene, brucine and various 
other chemical products | which make 
it a very deadly poison.” 

The Government, according to the 
chemist, formerly. used in denaturing 
alcohol a formula known as No. 6, 
which was believed to be deadly. _ Re- 
cently it came to his attention that 
bootleggers had succeeded in overcom- 
ing a large part of the poison in that 
formula, and Mr. Quillen caused it to 
be discarded by the Government. 

Very recently; Mr. Quillen said, he 
has been receiving samples of bev- 
erages which contain wood alcohol, and 
no bootlegger has yet been able to get 
rid of the poison in that. Stills made 
in Buffalo, he added, are used to re- 
move poisons from alcohol, but they 
have not removed wood alcohol poison. 

Mr. Quillen’s discovery of wood alco- 
hol in samples of liquor recently ana- 
lyzed closely follows the warning is- 
sued by Major Chester P. Mills, Pro- 
hibition Administrator for the New 
York district, who warned against an 
approaching ‘‘wave of alcohol poison- 
ing."

Margaret Reardon, 15 years old, of 
130 Linden Street, Brooklyn, told As-

The girl, who nad difficulty in talk- 
ing coherently, said she had run away 
from home and gone to Coney Island, 
where she was accosted by Joseph 
Lindaro, who lives in East 158th Street, 
the Bronx. The young man, she said, 
learned she had run away from. home 
and then insisted he could take her to 
a ‘“‘good home.”’ She said she went to

BLACK HAND THREAT 
SENT 0 WEISBORD 











Orders Him: Out of Passaic on 
Pain of Death and Bombing 
of Strike Headquarters. 


HINT OF COMMUNIST OUSTER 


Strike Leader Reported Read Out 
of Workers’ Party—Strikers Lose 
Plea to Alter Injunction. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PASSAIC, N.. J., Aug. 2.—Albert 
Weisbord’s leadership of the textile 
strike, now in its twenty-eighth 
week, was reported today as having 
been attacked from two quarters. The 
first of these was a threat from the 
“Black Hand ‘Society’ to kill Weisbord. 
and to bomb the’ headquarters of his 
United Front Committee, unless-he left. 
Passaic within forty-eight hours. 

While Weisbord ‘was: denouncing this 
as another result’ ‘‘of te activity of 
the Citizens’ Committee’ and asserting 
that he and his aids could take care 
of themselves, .there were reports at 
strike headquarters that he had teen 
read out of the Workers (Communist) 
Party. This action was said to have 


conducted the strike along purely Com- 
munistic lines. . : 

When questioned about this Weisbord 
said: ‘‘My politics is not a matter for 
discussion during this strike. I-imagine 
that the person who.-started the story 
was anxious. to show that I was at one 
time a Communist.” P 

At the ‘headquarters of the Workers 
Party in New York City it was said 
that former_Assemblyman Ben Gitlow, 
who had been mentioned as a leader in 
the alleged ouster of Weisbord, was 
absent from Wew York. .None of the 
other leaders would discuss the report. 

Here in Passaic the report was at- 
tributed by Weisbord’s friends to the 
Citizens’ Committee, and by the latter 
to persons who wished to place Weis- 
bord in a favorable light.. Neither side 
professed to believe it. 

The “Black Hand” letter was dated 
from Rutherford, N. J., but bore a 
Passaic postmark of July 31. The note 
had been typewritten in red ink on a 
yellow sheet of note paper and the sig- 
nature had been typed in black ink. 
The address was in long hand. The 
ante read:

Defendant Swears He Acted as 
Attorney Only for Doner— . 
Denies Levy on Cream. 


SHOWS DIARY. OF LAW. WORK

Testifies Accuser Admitted Trying 
to Get Out of “Tight Place’ 
‘ i 
Before Grand Jury. 


William H. Kehoe, formerly Assis- 
tant Corporation’ Counsel and now on 
trial before Judge. Max S.’Levine and 
a jury in General Sessions on a charge 
of conspiracy in~ the bootleg cream 
scandal, took the stand yesterday in 
his own behalf. He denied all wrong- 
doing in connection with the admission 
to the city of cream from unapproved 
sources: His relations with Samuel 
Doner, alleged “king of the cream 
bootleggers,”” were merely those of 
lawyer and client, he declared. 

Kehoe said that Doner had testified 
falsely in saying there had been an ar- 
rangement between them ‘whereby 
Doner was to pay him $1 for each can 
of bootleg cream brought into the city 
and that, in return, he had guaranteed 
‘the dealer immunity’ from prosecution 


by Health Department officials. Doner 
had admitted to him, Kehoe testified, 


‘that he told the story in an effort t6 


save himself and because he ‘“‘was in 
a tight place.” 

The defendant told the jury he began 
‘work as a copy boy on:a newspaper, 
that he then became a dry goods élerk 
and, later, passed a civil service exam- 
ination and entered the Department of 
Charities and was transferred to a 
junior clerkship in the rporation 
Counsel’s office. He studied law at 
night, he said, and eventually was 
named Assistant Corporation Counsel 
at $1,500 a year and was: assigned to 
prosecute violations of the Sanitary 
Code. After serving for a time as sec- 
retary to tHe late Justice Philbin of 


the Appellate Division of the Supreme 


Court, he began practicing law, he told 
the jury. £ : 


Had Doner as a Client. 


Kehoe said his practice largely con- 
cerned food dealers and that Doner 
was among his clients. He produced 
a diary showing thirty-four appear- 
ances in Doner’s. behalf before the 


courts and the Board of Health and 
said there were at least as many other 
instances unrecorded in 1924 and 1925. 

In addition, Kehoe told of appearing 
before the Board of Health in an ef- 
fort to obtain for Doner approval of 
a@ creamery at Janesville, Wis. -He 
said he was ultimately successful but 
that applications for the approval ot 
other Western creameries met with 
denial. Out of eighteeri Western. 
cream plants approved, Kehoe de- 
clared, only one of those for which 
he had argued was admitted. For 
all of these appearances he received 
money from Doner, he told the jury. 

The application for the Janesville 
po was made at his own suggestion, 

ehoe said, soon after Inspector 
Cooney of the Health Department had 
seized 139 cans of alleged bootleg 
cream which Doner had imported. 

In arguing before the Board of 
Health for Doner’s Western cream 
permits, Kehoe said, he had charged 
that “the board had only‘ one reason 
for keeping Western cream out and 
that was the political influence of 
the Dairymen’s League, which had 
New York City in its grip.” 


Business With Danziger. 


The first time that Harry Danziger 
called at his home, Kehoe said, was 
in July, 1924. Danziger then asked him 


to act as counsel in a divorce suit 
which Mrs. Dariziger had started. 
Kehoe said he refused, and that Dan- 
ziger returned twice. On the third 
visit Danziger told him, he testified, 
that Joshua Bernstein, his brother-in- 
law, would appreciate it if he would 
take the case. 

“I told Danziger,’’ Kehoe said, ‘‘that 
I had great respect for Mr. Bernstein 
and would do so on condition that it 
did not go to court and that he, paid 
the allowance Mrs. Danziger asked 
for. Danziger never paid me $100, or 
a nickel. He gave me $150 to give 
John Bogart, Mrs. Danziger’s attor- 
ney, and I have the check to show I¥ 
turned it over.’’ 

Kehoe then told of going to Doner’s 
home at Broadway and 174th Street 
early in May, when, he said, the 
newspapers were printing much con- 
cerning the milk scandal. 

“I asked Doner if I could be any 
help,” Kehoe said, ‘‘and he told me he 
had a lawyer. I told him it looked as 
though he would be indicted, and that 
I didn’t believe Danziger would ever 


go to jail.’’ 

After Doner had ‘been indicted, 
Kehoe said, he saw the former a sec- 
ond time, and Doner told him that he 
had testified before the. Grand Jury 
that he (Doner) had paid Kehoe $1 a, 
can for bootleg cream brought in from 
the West. 

“**What’s the idea in saying that?’ I 
asked him,’’ Kehoe went on. ‘ ‘I 
didn’t know you were paying me $1 a 
can.’ ‘You didn’t have to know it,’ 
Doner told me,- ‘but that’s the way I 
was paying you.’ He said he turned 
in checks made out to ‘cash’ or 
‘bearer’ showing payments of $26,000. 
I said, ‘My God! That’s a fortune,’ but 
Doner told me he hadn’t testified that 
all the money went to me. I said to 
Doner I didn’t want to get credit for 
receiving money he paid out in house- 
hold expenses and for other things, 
but he explained he had told the 
Grand Jury he didn’t keep any books. 


Question of Income Tax. 


““Why didn’t you show them the 
checks you gave me?’ I asked him. 


He answered that they hadn't asked | bolt 


him—that they had just told him to 


bring his checks. ‘I can’t for the life 
of me see why you told them you had 
agreed to pay me $1 a can for cream 
from unapproved sources,’ I said to 
Doner, and he replied, ‘I had to tell 
them that story. They had me in a 
tight place. I was indicted, my per- 
mit was revoked and they had the in- 
come tax people after me. I°had to 
save myself and I had to take care of 
my two brothers. I had four families 
to support.’ ’’ : 

Kehoe testified that Donér had de- 
nied to him that the District Aftorney 
had promised him consideration for his 
testimony and added that he “didn’t 
believe him.” 

“Why, when I came up before Judge 
Mulqueen, the District Attorney asked 
for $10,000 bail and only $2,500 for 
Doner on the same charge,’’ Kehoe 
said. ‘It looks to me as though Doner 
traded his manhood for a Board of 
Health permit so his brothers could 
continue to run the cream plant he 
owns.” 

Specia] denial was made by Kehoe 
that he had ever given money to 
Thomas J. Clougher, formerly secre- 
tary to Frank J. Monaghan, then 
Health Commissioner, in the presence 
of Danziger, Doner or any Health De- 
partment official. After he moved to 
Hollis in 1924, he said, he was on 
terms of intimacy with Clougher. He 
will resume his testimony at 10 o'clock 
today.

Century Limiteds. The rotor to turn 
the generator will travel at the rate 
of twelve miles a minute. - 
Bight other generators of equal size, 
the second of which is now; under con- 
struction at. the Schenectady works of 
the General Electric Company, will-be 
installed at the East River plant. be- 
fore it is completed in 1930. It. is esti- 
mated that each of the machines will 
save 300,000 tons of coal a year. 
Among the executives who witnessed 
the installation yesterday. were Thomas 
E. Murray, senior Vice President of 
the New York Edison Company and 
designer of the $50,000,000 East River 
station; Arthur Williams, Vice Presi- 
dent in charge of commercial rela- 
tions, and J. H. Lawrence, Vice Presi- 
dent of Thomas E. Murray, Inc., the 
engineering firm which designed the 
station. The unit installed yesterday

Democratic Leader’s Survey Shows 
Republican Drift to lilinois Man 
In Farming Regions. 


Edwin T. Meredith of Iowa, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture in President’ Wil- 
son’s Cabinet, is an active aspirant for 
the Democratic nomination for Presi- 
dent in 1928 and is getting strong sup- 
port in the Middle Western and Rocky 
Mountain States, Raymond R.- Angell, 
‘of 43 Cedar Street, declared yesterday. 
Mr, Angell has just completed a polit- 
ical survey of fourteen of the States 
in. these regions, which he has re- 
ported to the Democratic National 
Committee and the Democratic Con- 
gressional Committee. 

Mr. Angell, whq managed the Demo- 
cratic National Committee’ headquar- 
ters in) Denver in 1924, when John W. 
Davis ‘was the Presidential candidate, 
said the indications were that Mr. 
Meredith would succeed to much of the 
McAdoo strength in the States’ can- 
vassed and that his friends ex ed 
to enter the 1928 convention with sev- 
eral hundred delegates. Mr. Meredith, 
who lives in Des Moines, ig publisher 
of Successful .Farming, and,» accord- 
ing to Mr. Angell, is showing great 
strength in the agricultural States. 

Found Little Smith Sentiment. 


Discussing Governor Alfred E. Smith, 
Mr. Angell said he had found com- 
paratively little sentiment for him in 
the States he visited, except in Illinois. 
He. also declared that twelve of the 
States covered in his tour were ‘“‘dry”’ 
beyond question. The exceptions, he 
said, were-Illinois, which he said was 
as “‘wet’”’ as New York and NewJer- 
sey, and Ohio, where he said there 


seemed to be nearly an equal division 
of sentiment. Mr. Angell placed even 
Wisconsin in the ‘‘dry’’ group, assert- 
ing that the rural voters would over- 
ride the ‘‘wet’’ majority in Milwaukee. 
Other States visited by Mr. Angell 
were Indiana, Kentucky, Missouri, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, Utah, 
Wyoming, Montana, South Dakota and 
Towa. In each of these, he said, the 
question of farm relief was para- 
mount, although the voters were di- 
vided on methods of producing relief. 
The Missouri Valley States, he added, 
favored the McNary-Haugen bill or 
something similar, while the mountain 
and truck-growing States preferred 
some other form. He added that he 
believed the agricultural situation 
would work out to the political advan- 
tage of Democratic candidates. ! 


Mr. Angell declared that President |'the tariff. 


Coolidge seemed to have lost popu- 
tarity in the agricultural States and 
that there was a strong sentiment 
among Republicans for the nomina- 
tion of former Governor Frank O. 
Lowden of Illinois, for President in 
1928, whether or not President Coolidge 
was a candidate for renomination.

He regarded 
as bright the indications for Demo- 
cratic success in many of these States 
in the 1928 Presidentiai election if Gov- 
ernon Lowden were not the Republican 
candidate.

credited with contributing to these con- 
ditions. 
The President’s friends say he has 
accomplished most by the application 
of common sense to Government ques- 
tions, and at no time has attempted 
to lead, but has offered a program 
that usually has had the: support cf 
the. majority and has. represented the 
point of view of good citizens. They 
add that he has been the President 
of the United States rather than the 
leader of thé Republican Party. 
The country had not recovered from 
the shock and cost of war when Presi- 
dent Harding died and Mr. Coolidge, 


almost unknown except for his rec- 


ord as Governor of Massachusetts. in 
the conflict of organized labor in the 
Boston police strike, stepped from the 
office of Vice President to become 
President. 

Long before the. 1924 convention it 
was so apparent that Mr. Coolidge had 
pleased the people that no real oppo- 
sition existed to his nomination. Two 
years before that two members of the 
Cabinet had been looking over the 
country in search of a running mate 
for Harding in 1924 who had a war 
record and would supply progressive 
ideas to balance the ticket for the 1924 
campaign. : 

Record as President. 


Since he became President by elec- 
tion from March’4, 1925, Mr. Coolidge’s 
record includes ratification of ‘the 


World Court protocol, settlement of 
most of the foreign war debts and a 
second reduction of taxes. Congress 
refused to accede to his requests re- 
specting consolidation of the railroads 
and regulation. of the coal industry, 
and in the final days of the last ses- 
sion rejected his farm relief program. 

President Coolidge accepted the ma- 
jority view of his party and opposed 
entrance into\the League of Nations, 
but he supported American relations 
to world questions by recommending 
membership in the Permanent Court 
of International Justice. 


While his friends point out that i | 00d 


his three — as President Mr. Cool- 
idge has the sympathy and sup- 
port of the country, they concede that 
today, due to the farm question and 
the feeling in some parts of the West 
that the East is opposed to aiding the 
farmers after full protection for itself, 
the Republican Party appears to .be

Question of Leadership. 
Those who have followed his course 
are now asking whether the President 
has in him the elements of leadership 


which will enable him to carry the 
party to success in the Fall elections 
and compose the difficulties besetting 
it in the West. If these are composed 
and control in Congress is retained in 
the November elections President Cool- 
idge’s political future, according to 
his admirers, is clear. His record as 
an administrator and his ecenomy ac- 
complishments, it is asserted, will tom- 
mend themselves to the masses suffi- 
ciently to justify him in seeking an- 
other term. 

With opposition by members of the 
World Court to accepting the Amer- 
ican reservations developing, some of 
the debtor nations seeking better terms 
and Germany looking for revision of 
the Dawes plan, many observers feel 
that what appeared to be accomplish- 
ments three months ago may be turned 
to failures in the next ten months. 

President Coolidge will study these 
and other problems before him, as well 
as the feeling in the Republican Party, 
and the result of his study will deter- 
mine whether he .will seek another 
term in the election of 1928.

The currents of the Hast River near 
the Willis Avenue Bridge dragged Vir- 
ginia Starace, 12 years old, of 330 East 
126th Street, below the surface yes- 
terday afternoon, and though she came 
to the top three times in a zigzag 
course down stream no one could 
reach her before she had drowned. 

Virginia had.gone swimming with 
Mrs. Fannie Trotto and the two Trotto 
chil ,» Carmela and Joseph, of 328 
East 126th Street.

The four swimmers, closely bunched, 
stepped unaware from the beach into 
twenty feet of water. Mrs. Trotto 
was seized by her own children, and 
she in turn grabbed Virginia by the 
hair. But three were too many to 
hold, and the Starace girl slipped from 
her grasp.

Mrs. Trotto’s plight, plunged in and 
brought her to the shore with the chil- 
dren still clinging to her. Conway's 
companion, Patrolman Michael Wood, 
went after Virginia, but was unable 
to save her. 

The body of the drowned girl was 
brought asHore last night by a launch 
that had been dragging the river with 
grappling irons. Mrs. Trotto, who was 
treated for submersion in the after- 
noon by Dr. Cooper of Harlem Hospi- 
tal, was still prostrated last night, as 
was Mrs... e, who fainted when 
she heard of her daughter’s death. 

Heedless of his mother’s warning, 
and disobeying a muncipal regulation, 
Frank Wagner, 11 years old, of 169 
East Highty-eighth Street, was drowned 
in Central Park Lake yesterday after- 
noon when his feet stuck fast in the 
mud. Several boys who had gone in 
swimming with ‘him were unable to 
pull him from the clutch of the soggy 
bottom.

Off, Says Schulte Official—Vote 
on Plan Due Aug. 15. 


in the American Druggists Syndicate 
has temporarily blocked: the deal for 
the transfer of control of that com- 
pany to the Schulte Retail Stores Cor- 
poration. The decision to postpone 
the special meeting of stockholders of 
the syndicate, called for last Friday 
to approve the deal, was reached as a 
result of, this opposition to the plan 
which had beén agreed upon by the 
of the two companies. 

A Schulte official admitted vesterday 
that the meeting of the Druggists 
Syndicate had been put off on account 
ef this sypesitinn. but denied that the 
deal had been defeated or that it 
would be called off. The opponent of 
the plan, according to this informant, 
does not hold enough stock of the syn- 
dicate to interfere seriously with the 
plans. 

Directors of the American Druggists 
Syndicate voted on July 1 to recom- 
mend that stockholders accept the 
Schulte Retail Stores Corporation’s of- 
fer to acquire control of the former 
concern. A special meeting of stock- 
holders was called for July 30 to act 
on the offer, but that meeting was 
postponed to Aug. 17 for reasons which 
were not explained at the time. 

Under the terms of the offer the 
Schulte. Company was to obtain con- 
trol for ten years, during which time 
stockholders of the Druggists Syndi- 
cate were to be assured of 6 per cent. 
annual dividends. The syndicate was 
to retain its corporate identity and 
after ten years a new agreement would 
be entered into or connections dis- 
solved. 

It became known yesterday that the 
Druggists Syndicate, which has paid 
no dividends since 1920, except 3 per 
cent., or 30 cents a share, on April 15, 
1925, has improved its financial posi- 
tion to such an extent in the last few 
years that it will soon be prepared to 
resume dividends, and the opposition 
tq the Schulte deal is known to have 
been based on this prospect. 

An effort will be made at the meet- 
ing of stockholders on Aug. 17 to have 
the deal approved, but present indica- 
tions are that the opponent of the plan 
will make a special attempt in the 
meantime to induce other stockholders 
to join him in his fight. 


RESTORATION IN SIGHT 
FOR ST. PAUL RAILWAY 


Bankers and Officials Now Look 
for End of Receivership in 
March of Next Year. 


For the first time since dissension 
arose among the ‘security holders of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railway, which entered into the hands 
of receivers on March 1925, bankers 
and railroad officials feel that the 
path has been cleared for the resump- 
tion of private management. They* 
predicted yesterday that the road 
would be placed upon its financial feet 
by the end of March, 1927, making a 
period of two years in which decision 
has been pending.as to an equitable 
way to adjust its capital structure. 

Active opposition is still in evidence 
from. the Bondholdgrs Defense Com- 
mitteee, headed by Edwin C. Jamieson, 
President of the Globe and Rutgers 
Fire Insurance Company, and repre- 
sented in court by Nathan L. Miller. 
This committee contends .that passage 
of the Railroad Loan bill, which would 
reduce the interest on the $55,000,000 
Government loan to St. Paul from 6 to 
.44% per cent., is probable at the De- 
cember session of Congress, and that 
steps toward the lifting of the receiver- 
ship should be delayed until the end 
of the short legislative session. 

The reorganization managers, how- 
ever, feel that the capital readjust- 
ment cannot be delayed longer if the 
St. Paul is to maintain its competitive 
position with other Northwestern car- 
riers, They are willing to revamp the 
reorganization plan in case the interest 
is lowered on the debt to the Govern- 
ment, but they believe it would be 
risking too much to continue to await 
Congressional action. With more than 
80 per cent. of the bonds affected by 
reorganization deposited and more 
than 70 per cent. of the stock, they 
feel sure of effecting reorganization 
whenever the time is considered pro- 
pitious. . 

The investigation by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission into the events 
leading to the failure of the road to 
meet the demands of its creditors will 
be ended, it is expected, within the 
current year. Railroad men do not ex- 
pect the commission to find evidence of 
fraud, but they would not be surprised 
if the commission used the case as an 
illustration of the necessity of railroad 
directors actively participating in the 
management of railroad properties.

General Motors, were. the 
most active of. the list, but the fail- 
way: issue shared in the general ad- 
vance. Atlantic Coast Line, for in- 
stance, showed a net gain for the day 
of 6 points.

Tightening in Money Rates. 

Calling of loans, both on the part of 
New York City banks and those in 
the interior was general yesterday and 
was estimated to have reached a total 
of more than $30,000,000. Under this 
influence the call loan rate renewed | 
at 4% per cent., the highest in more 
than two weeks, and later moved up 
to 5 per cent.: The withdrawal of 
funds was attributed to first-of-the- 
month requirements and also to the 
fact that the subscription rights to 
the A. T. & T. stock expired yester- 
day, making for a demand for cash on 
the part of the banks to satisfy the 
requirements of clients subscribing to 
the new issue. Bankers declare funda- 
mental conditions have not changed in 
the money market and that firm rates 
may be expected owing to expanding 
commercial operations and crop mar- 
keting. Time money again was firm 
yesterday, but transactions were light. 


International Skies Clearing. 

The steadily improving financial and 
economic outlook in Europe was reé- 
‘flected yesterday, not only in a sharp 
upturn in French and Belgian francs 
but in appreciation in the prices of 
bonds of France and other Continental 
countries. The French franc advanced 
more than a fifth of a cent over the 
closing level of last week. This was 
mainly due to overwhelming support of 
Poincaré’s financial measures in the 
Chamber of Deputies, which carried 
an implication that the Senate would 
also act favorably. Evidences that 
American cooperation would be forth- 
coming in stabilization measures in 
Europe also. were received favorably 
in Wall Street. While action regard- 
ing credits or loans to France is un-

Although the old shares were 
more or less of an investment, there 
ievertheless was always considerable 
speculation in them, and they were 
poptiar because of the width and activ- |-t° 
ity of their movements, Many present- 
day Wall Street fortunes are based on 
profits made in the old General Zlec- 
tric shares. The last quotation, which 
was on Saturday, for the old issue, 
was 356, and sonie of the over-the- 
counter dealers were making a bid of 
356 and an:asked bp ch of 360 yester- 
day. The stock sold as high as 38644 
this year. 

‘The symbol “GL still remains on 
the board, for it is the official desig- 
nation of the new General Electric 
shares, resulting from the recapitaliza- 
tion of the corporation voted by the di- 
rectors on May 11, under which holders 
received four shares of new stock for 
every one of the old. -The new. shares 
were active yesterday at around 70. 

Directors of the General Electric have 
always been liberal dividend payers, 
and few stocks have yielded the holder 
a better return, than the old issue. 
In adjition to cash dividends, stock- 
holders have been receiving regularly 
since 1922 extra dividends in special 
common stock of $10 par value. A Jit- 
tle more than a year ago, when the 
corporation divested itself of its public 
utility holdings, General Blectric share- 
holders received one share of Hlectric 
Bond and Share Securities Corporation 
stock for each share.of Generel Elec- 
tric held.

FRENCH FRANC RISES" 


Action of Deputies.on His Finance 
Plan Strengthens Foreign 
Securities Here. 


The French franc advanced more 
than a fifth of a cent and foreign 
securities gained in value yesterday 
as a result of the more confident feel- 
ing in the financial district regarding 
the European situation. The French 
franc, closing at 2.63% cents, registered 
a net gain of 21 points over the level 


moved up 124 points, closing at 2.674 
cents. Other Continental currencies 
also displayed a firm tone. 

Buying of the French franc was at- 
tributed primarily to the support given 
in the Chamber of Deputies to Finance 
Minister Poincaré’s tax and allied 
measures and to indications that they 
will also be adopted by the Senate. 


These represent a definite movement 
toward stabilization. Another factor 
which was regarded as favorable was 
the plan of Poincaré to sell to the 
French public bonds based upon the 
French tobacco monopoly. The plan is 
to issue 25,000,000,000 francs of the 
tobacco bonds at interest nearly simi- 
lar to the rate on the defense bonds, 
with the added possibility of additional 
profite through the operation of the 
bacco monopoly. It is understood, 
also, that American interests will re- 
ceive an opportunity to share in the 
qperations of the monopoly.
